REPORTER’S 
REFLEC­ 
TIONS — How often it is the 
low man on the totem pole 
gets the full brunt of criti­ 
cism for some policy he is 
simply carrying out. 


This is being acted out again. The 
goat is Arthur Sylvester, an asst. 
Secretary of Defense. Scorching edi­ 
torials have been heatedly pounded 
out on the typewriters of som e of 
the nation’s largest and most re 
spected newspapers. 


The furor w as ignited over Sylves 
ter’s statem ent that “ In the kind of 
world we live in, the generation of 
news by actions taken by the govern­ 
ment 
becomes 
one weapon 
in 
a 
strained situation.” The Defense De­ 
partm ent spokesman continued, “ The 
results, in my opmion justify the 
methods used.” 
The suggestion that the Press is 
being used for purposes other than 
a media through which to relay un­ 
varnished facts for dissemination to 
the public is an affront to newsmen. 
However, 
editorials 
which 
have 
poured out since the now famous 
statem ent 
h a v e 
overlooked 
two 
things: 


(1) It w as out of Sylvester’s mouth 
the statem ent cam e, but who really 
thinks he m ade the policy? Bypassed 
by the ink splattered salvos have 
been Secretary of Defense Robert 
M cN am ara; Pierre Salinger, White 
House press secretary or President 
Kennedy. 


The real fuss is with this level of 
policy making in our government. 
Sure Sylvester said it. What else 
could he say. He’s a bureaucrat at 
a high level. Dot's anyone think he 
would cross up policy given him to 
carry out? 


What editorial writer would com­ 
pose an editorial taking a position 
which his publisher is opposed to? 
The barrage from the ivory towers 
should be aimed at M cNam ara and 
Kennedy, not at Sylvester. 
(2) The wrath of the P ress boiled 
over 
at 
the 
suggestion 
that 
the 
“ whole 
truth” 
had 
not 
been 
re­ 
leased. This is a serious m atter, in 
fact, .shutting off the free flow of 
news 
to newsmen is one 
of the 
first tasks a government in power 
with 
dictatorial 
ambitions 
sets 
it­ 
self to accomplish. 
The Press, however, has obliga­ 
tions to ferret out news independent 
of 
official 
“ handouts” . 
Reporters 
apparently 
took 
communiques 
at 
face value. They only becam e upset 
when 
it 
was 
discovered, 
by 
the 
government’s 
own 
adm ission, 
that 
the releases were not all they pur­ 
ported to be. 
When something like this hap­ 
pens on a newsstaff. a reporter’s 
editor is apt to bellow. “ Why in 
the h— didn t you know better?” 
And 
if 
the 
abashed 
reporter 
should reply, “ I assum ed thus and 
so .” the roof is apt to fall in. 
At a bare minimum he is due a 
25 
cent 
lecture 
on 
the 
subject 
“ Assumptions are Cardinal Offens­ 
es When Committed by a Report­ 
e r." 


Vet this is what the gripe started 
over. 
Washington reporters assum -j 
cd they were getting full info. They 
weren't. 
This is a sm all exam ple of how' 
aggressive first class reporting is 
one of the protections of our free 
way of life. 
When a good reporter has been 
fooled once, he m ay momentarily 
head for the first bar. But when 
he passes this way again, he’s a 
wiser reporter. Advice to officials: 
don't try to fool him again.

Snodgrass’ body w as found seconds 
later by the pursuing Mount M orns 
policeman six feet off the highway 
and 22 feet aw ay from his auto, 
according to Die State Police.

WASHINGTON (TP) — Re- 
publicans looking toward the 
1964 presidential contest nur­ 
tured high hopes today of 
winning key governors’ posts 
when about 50 million Amer­ 
icans go to the polls Tuesday. 


In an interim election which may 
be influenced by the continuing crisis 
over Cuba, Dem ocrats expected to 
come close to holding their own in 
House contests and even talked of 
the possibility of sm all Senate gains. 


At about 169.0(H) polling places from 
Maine to Hawaii, voters will official­ 
ly choose 35 governors, 39 senators 
and 435 House members.

midnight tonight in a couple of New 
Hampshire hamlets and end at 2 
a in., EST , Wednesday in the reaches 
of Alaska s farthest west time zone. 


Chilly Weather

It was from aerial photos taken last 
J hursday that the administration con­ 
cluded Soviet Prem ier Khrushchev 
had begun to m ake good on his 
pledge 
to tear down 
the 
m issile 
bases. 


The Navy, in maintaining an arm s 


blockade of Cuba, has also been 
filling a. surveillance role. 
Rem oval of the m issiles and other 
Soviet 
offensive aim s from Cuba 
rem ains a thorny problem. By the 
term s of the Kennedy-Khrushchev 
agreem ent, the United Nations would 
supervise the verification that Soviet 
m issiles have been withdrawn from 
the island. 


The government sources who dis­ 
cussed Kennedy’s position em pha­ 
sized that he is determined to verify 
the rem oval of the weapons by inter­ 
national inspection team s—and that 
nothing less will be satisfactory. 
While the United States and the 
Soviet Union are reported prepared 
to have the InlernaUonal Red Cross 


fill the inspection role originally pro­ 
posed for the United Nations Cuban 
Prim e Minister Fidel Castro has the 
power lo bar international inspectors 
from his territory. 


Soviet First Deputy Prem ier Anas­ 
tas I. Mikovan conferred with Castro 
in Havana over the weekend—pre­ 
sum ably in an effort to prod the 
Cuban leader into accepting at least 
the fundam entals of an international 
inspection system . 


Mikqyan 
and Castro met 
twice 
Sunday at tile government palace. No 
communiques were issued and Cuban 
officials gave no hint of the nature 
of the talks. Mikoyan remained in 
Havana despite the death of his wife 
in Moscow Saturday night. 


The 
adm inistration's 
continuing 
stress on the necessity of internation­ 
al inspection is being viewed in some 
quarters as a m eans oi keeping pres­ 
sure on Castro.

In recent weeks, the campaign fe­ 
ver had been hot as the question of 
who will become Mrs. Giblin’s chief 
deputy clerk, if she is elected, cam e 
to the front.

Chief George M. Hodge, a Democrat, 
became Sheriff, Levisay served as 
chief deputy. 


When Levisay decided to run for 
Sheriff in

campaign, a question was raised as 
to who would serve in his office as 
deputies. Levisay, a Republican, was

ing year, promising that if he is 
elected, he will set up a budget of 
$55,000 and stay within it. 
M aas, in August, filed a s an in­ 
dependent candidate. 
M aas’ entry into the race w as 
welcomed by Beard, who feels that 
with the support of the Dem ocratic 
organization, plus som e Republican 
support, will enable him to slip in 
the 
back 
door, 
while 
M aas 
and 
Spencer fight it out, splitting up the 
Republican vote. 
M aas joined forces with Zimmer­ 
man and hopes to garner m ast of 
the support the two piled up during 
the prim ary. 
Spencer’s main support has come 
from the Republican central com­ 
mittee. who recently voted to sup­ 
port him unanimously.

Most of the national interest in this y ear’s elections renters nat­ 
urally on the gov ernorship races in key states like New York, Penn­ 
sy lv ania. Michigan and California. 
Here, respectiv ely . Nelson Fockfeller, William W. Scranton, George 
Romney and Richard Nix on get a boost or a knockout. Romney and 
Nix on hav e declared they will not be presidential candidates in 196 4 , 
ev en if elected gov ernor this y ear, but that is not taken too literally . 
So pick y our fav orite on long-shot odds. 
\ ou might also want to place some side hets on the outcome of a 
number of congressional election races that hav e national interest. 
Here is a check list: 
In Massachusetts, watch what happens to H. Stuart Hughes, run- 
ning as an independent against the two glamour boy s candidates for 
the U.S. Senate. Democratic brother Teddy Kennedy and Republican 
son George Ix idge. 
Candidate Hughes is the grandson of the late Charles Ev ans 
Hughes, which makes him J ust as famous as the other two. He isn't 
git en much of a chance, how ev er, because he is running on a platform 
of opposition to nuclear tests and I’.S. withdrawal from adv anced mis­ 
sile bases. But check the size of his v ote, for an indication of how 
much sentiment there is in the country for these pacifist causes. 
Watch also what happens to some other sons of famous men run­ 
ning for Congress this y ear: Lowell Thomas J r., in Alaska and Robert 
A. Taft J r.. in Ohio. 
The only former member of President Kennedy ’s cabinet seeking 
office is ex -Secretary of Health, Education and Welfare Abraham A. 
Ribieoff, running for the Senate in Connecticut against Republican Con­ 
gressman Horace Seely -Brown. 
If fav orite Republican Fred Seaton is elected gov ernor of Nebras­ 
ka. he will Ik* the first member of the Eisenhower cabinet to win. 
Labor Secretary J ames P. Mitchell was defeated for gov ernor of New? 
J ersey . The late Secretary of Interior Douglas McKay was defeated 
in his race for the U.S. Senate. 
In Arizona, watch to see if Democratic Senate president pro tem 
Carl Hay den. 84 . is elected to a sev enth term, to giv e him the longest 
consecutiv e Senate serv ice of 4 2 y ears and 56 y ears in Congress. His 
opponent is a 27 -y ear-old automobile dealer, Ev an Mecham, a state 
senator who has been ticketed as a “ Coldwater Republican.” 
One of the hottest and perhaps one of the closest U.S. Senate races 
ibis y ear is former COP National Committee Chairman Thrust™ B.

In Florida, check on whether ex -New Deal Congressman and Sen­ 
ator Claude Pepper succeeds in his second come-back attempt, running 
for Congress from a new district in the Miami area. 
In Arkansas, incumbent Democratic Sen. J . William Fulbright is 
running for a fourth term against his first serious opposition from a 
Republican, Dr. Kenneth G. J ones. Democratic Gov . Orv al Faubus, 
Reps. J . W. Trimble and Oren Harris also hav e GOP opposition. 
In the South as a whole, check how many Republicans get elected 
to Congress. In the last session the GOP had one southern senator and 
eight representativ es. This y ear there are (82 southern GOP candidates 
for the House and sev en for the Senate. The test here is on what effect 
the Mississippi trouble may hav e. 
In Man land. check to see if Democratic Rep. Thomas F. J ohnson 
tan win re-election in the face of Department of J ustice charges that 
he tried to influence dropping of an indictment against a sav ings and 
loan company official. 
In New Hampshire, check to see lf GOP Gov . J . Wesley Powell’s 
party bolt to urge the election of Democrat J ohn W. King as his suc­ 
cess™ had any effect.

Instead of stepping on the gas some 
y oungsters are sniffing it. Although 
accidental swallowing of gasoline has 
occurred in the past, addiction to 
gasoline sniffing is 
a relative new 
development. 
It has been reported only in boy s— 
perhaps girls have better sense. Al­ 
though these boy s are usually rn their 
early teens, some were found to have 
been sniffing for several y ears. One 
boy started when he was only 5 y ears 
old. There are undoubtedly many 
whose habit has not been discovered 
by their parents, or if discovered has 
not been reported to the family 
doctor. 
William M. Kasson made a study 
of some boy s who were gasoline 
sniffers and found that they came 
from 
homes 
in 
which 
serious 
marital discord and v iolence pre­ 
v ailed and in which div orce was 
threatened or had occurred. The 
relationship between 
father and 
son in ev ery instance was weak. 
The mothers tended to be ov er­ 
indulgent and to encourage their 
sons to hav e an unrealistic opinion 
of their own importance. 
The boy s as a result tended to be 
overdemanding and to be unable 
to tolerate even mild frustrations.

As with alcoholic intoxication, this 
state could be carried to the point 
of seeing and hearing the little man 
who wasn't there. One boy during 
the Christmas season saw the Holy 
Family and had a prolonged conver­ 
sation with them. If very high con­ 
centrations were inhaled there was 
sometimes a sudden loss of conscious­ 
ness. 
Gasoline probably does not cause 
true addiction in the sense that 
alcohol and certain drugs do. Al­ 
though the boy s had become emotion­ 
ally dependent on sniffing, their habit 
was easily brok en when appropriate 
treatment was given. Although they 
had been able to sniff gasoline for 
hours on end without showing any 
painful sy mptoms, stopping the habit 
did not 
produce disturbing with­ 
drawal sy mptoms as is the case with 
other forms of addiction. 
It should be emphasized that 
there is no danger of this habit 
dev eloping in a child whose home 
surroundings are pleasant.

For three reasons: 
1. It’s been a dull campaign, with­ 
out burning issues. Then the Cuban 
crisis snowed it under. 
2. Kennedy will be laying the foun­ 
dations for himself to run again in 
1964. 
3. The new Congress will probably 
be like the old: highly conservative, 
even though run by his own Demo­ 
crats. 
Predictions run like this: 
The Democrats may keep their 
present Senate margin—64 to 36— 
and even pick up one or two seats; 
in the House—where they outnumber 
Republicans 263 to 174 —they may 
lose a few’ seats. 


Not Much Change 
That's not much change. A Senate 
pretty much the same and a House 
with just a few’ more Republicans 
won’t make any noticeable difference 
in their attitude toward Kennedy 
programs. 
The attitude has been strong sup­ 
port on foreign issues and. in this 
fairly prosperous society, defeats or 
melting down on many domestic 
ones. 
It was easy to get the impression 
from Kennedy’s campaign oratory 
that this present Congress was one of 
the great ones. He glossed over his 
defeats. 
The 
campaign’s
